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Funding of Runway Resurfacing 


. The asphalt surfaces of the runway are in 

serious need of repair 0 For some portions, temporary repairs 
will suffice to maintain surfaces for two to three years but 
the deterioration of much of the asphalt runway is so serious 
that temporary repairs would provide a suitable surface for 
only a matter of months. Accordingly, based on recommendations 
by the senior CIA civil engineer and two contracting firms, it 
is believed that permanent, rather than temporary, repairs 
should be made. 

-2. There are three major increments of work for which 
funding is now requested. These are described below:
